CALIFORNIA 
They Still Dig Silky 


Los ANGELES. Those who deserted 
Silky Sullivan long ago were coming 
around again after the famous. stretch- 
runner timed his comeback to coincide 
with the opening of Hollywood Park’s 
rich 55-day summer meeting. 

An inaugural crowd of 32.420, a record 
{for a week-day opening. showed up for 
the Premiere Handicap. they re- 
mained to cheer Silky as he thundered 
io an unexpected victory in the Roy Cam- 
panella Purse. 

He didn’t look like the Silky of old — 
he looked even better. When Silky is 
right. there seems no limit to what he 
can do. and this certainly was one of 
his good days. 

Treating the crowd to a sight they'll 
not soon forget. Silky came from 13 
lengths out of it to win the 6-furlong 
sprint after being last in the field of 12 
just 3. furlongs from the wire. Clocker 
Pat Garrity estimated that Silky ran his 
list quarter in :23 flat. 

Silky. trimmer by about 150) pounds 
than he was last winter at Santa Anita 
Park. was greeted warmly as he paraded 
to the post. and the cheers broke into 
deafening applause when he came, from 
last to first with tremendous rush 
through the stretch. Photographers had 
a field day when Roy Campanella. the 
Dodgers’ crippled ex-catcher. crowned 
Silky Sullivan in the winner's circle. 

Sitky actually broke on top. and) prob- 
ably for the first) time in’ his life he 
cot the first call out of the gate. Then 
he slowly dropped back to. last by the 
time he reached the far turn. 

But then Silky. being allowed to run on 
his own. began picking up horses. Moving 
into high gear. he cut the corner to save 
ground turning into the stretch. then 
swung out to the middle of the track for 
clear racing room. * 

At the top of the stretch. Silky was 
still about 8 lengths out of it. but he was 
moving so fast he made other horses 
lock as though they had suddenly dropped 
aichor. He caught his stablemate Tyhawk 
in the last 40 yards. and drew out quickly 
to win by 3 parts of a length in 1:0915. 
Even in the old days. Silky never sprinted 
so well, 

Trainer Reggie Cornell said he planned 
to proceed slowly with Silky. picking out 
a few easier spots before tackling the top 
handicap runners on the grounds, 

“Eve got him back where L want him 
now.” Reggie said. “and L don’t want to 
rush him. want him real fit before 
meeting the best. His legs are looking 
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good. and we'll keep giving him the tub 
treatment, with warm water and Epsom 
salts.” 

Jockey Don Pierce added that Silky 
“broke real well. right with the leaders. 
I didn’t take him back but just let him 
run on his own, and he slowly dropped 
out of it. [I pulled him out at the top 
of the lane and got into him, and he went 
to the leaders easily. Once in front, he 
went to loafing. as usual. so I kept after 
him. I wouldn’t say he was much different 
than when I won up north with him (at 
Tanforan on December 4) but I guess he’s 
ever that splint trouble.” 


The Premiere 


Silky’s race was only one-fifth of a 
second slower than Mrs. John D. Hertz’ 
Fleet Nasrullah required in winning the 
Vremiere after running down the Florida 
speedball Alhambra in the stretch. 

Alhambra. making his first start in the 
West. gave it all he had in an attempt to 
open up a big lead on the backstretch, 
but could not draw more than half a 
length away. He began tiring at the top 
of the stretch. and Fleet Nasrullah took 
over to win by a length and a quarter 
from Terrang. which closed with a belated 
rush. *Seaneen was. third. 


Always a colt of good class. Fleet Nas- 


rullah suffered 2 serious virus attacks 
when he went East during the fall of his 
2-year-old year. He spent the next year 


recovering at the Hertz’s lovely Stoner 


Cieek Stud in Kentucky. Last winter. 
after his training had been started at the 
farm by manager Charles Kenney, Fleet 
Nasrullah was sent to young Jim Naz- 
werthy at Santa Anita. In one of his 
victories, at Arcadia, Fleet Nasrullah tied 
the 6-furlong track record of 1:0845. 

Nazworthy plans to saddle him for the 
7-furlong Los Angeles Handicap, and then 
for the $100.000-added Californian. 


The Debonair 


On the following afternoon, the first 
Saturday of the meeting. Neil McCarthy’s 
*Ole Fols captured the Debonair Stakes 
for 3-year-old colts and geldings before 
a crowd of 41.797. 

*Ole Fols broke slowly, but grandpa 
Jchnny Longden quickly got him in stride. 
sending him up along the rail to grab 
the lead before heading into the far turn. 
Once’ in front. *Ole Fols disposed of 
Djebah and opened up what looked like 
a safe margin at 3 lengths. 

But *Ole Fols began tiring near the 
wire as both Friar Roach and Bagdad 
charged at him. Friar Roach missed by 
only half a length. and Bagdad might 
have been closer but for being carried 
wide turning into the stretch. It was 
Bagdad’s first race in 7 months. and he'll 
be more dangerous next time. 

*Ole Fols was clocked in 1:0985. The 


Silky Sullivan returned to the races after a long layoff on May 8, opening day 
of the Hollywood Park meeting. The 14-year-old son of “Sullivan came from 
well off the pace to win a 6-furlong race in the excellent time of 1:09';5. 
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Cain Hoy Stable’s One-Eyed King wore down Oligarchy in the final furlong of the Dixie Handicap at Pimlico May 9. 
The winner, which took the Donn Handicap at Gulfstream Park in his last previous race, equaled the track record of 2:152;

MICHIGAN 
Land of Crises 


Derrorr. The 1959 state legislature 
may be stymied on finding a solution to 
Michigan’s financial crisis. but it acted 
with remarkable dispatch on a complete 
revision of the racing act. 

State employees went payless last: week 
when the legislature failed to make avail- 
able money from a veterans’ fund. At the 
same time the lawmakers went through a 
complicated) parliamentary procedure to 
recall and amend a_ previously passed 
racing bill. 

The new law is the result of an ex- 
haustive legislative study of the sport. 
but it had to survive the strenuous oppo- 
sition of racing commissioner James H. 
Inglis. He had attacked the measure as 
being “against the interests of the fans. 
the horsemen. and the state treasury.” 

The bill had passed both houses of the 
legislature by wide margins. but Inglis 
had said he would ask Gov. G. Mennen 
Williams to veto it. After listening to 
Inglis’ objections and reading horsemen’s 
telegrams urging approval. the governor 
had agreed to sign the bill. providing 
several minor changes were made to as- 
sure the racing Commissioner of authority 
to regulate the tracks. 

The amendments gave the commissioner 
hroader powers over tracks license 
holders. outlawed interlocking  director- 
ates of tracks. left’ unrestricted the com- 
missioners powers to obtain track records.

writing, and was hooked for life. 


The way Hy came to take up sports 
writing exemplifies the conscientious way 
he works at any job. He tells it: 

“In 1915 Juarez had just opened, and 
I was on make-up at the Times, a morn- 
ing paper, when the composing room fore- 
man came a cropper one night. I was 
designated to take over. Then word came 
down that the sports editor had quit. But 
Pan Zareta and Joe Blair were matched 
for next day. and we needed that sports 
section. | had the race entries. of course. 
so | went to a linotype and set up a 2- 
column handicap. with comment. found

Later. we learned the noise had come from 
the shot which killed Jake Lingle. the 
Chicago Tribune reporter. Jake. whom I 
knew, also was on the way to Washington 
Park. Ive always wondered if that 
mark about playing Hy Schneider wasn't 
some sort of code tip-off. 

“It wasn’t a good day for the horse. 
either. Hy Schneider was fairly close 
till the stretch. then faded to finish sixth. 
heating only one horse. A. A. (Bert) 
Beroni had him in those days.” 

In 1939 Hy moved to California to join 
the Los Angeles Examiner, for which he 
has worked ever since.
